Dear Editor, 

In 1968, Medford Evans, 
my favorite author, wrote a 
book entitled “The Usurpers

Who Pays? 

The $16.6 billion paid by Californians in 1974-75 to 
support state and local government fell almost equally 
on individuals — 47.1 percent — and business — 50.7 per 
cent. This finding is part of a California Taxpayers’ As¬ 
sociation Research Bulletin, “Who Pays California’s State 
and Local Taxes,” the first comprehensive analysis of 
initial tax impact on individuals and businesses. The re¬ 
maining 2.2 per cent of the tax burden is paid by govern¬ 
ment and by nonresidents. 

Individuals in California paid a total of $7.84 billion 
in 1974-75 taxes. This included 61 per cent of the sales 
tax, 86 per cent of personal income taxes, 33.2 per cent 
of payroll taxes, 34 per cent of property taxes, and all 
of the inheritance and gift tax, cigarette taxes, horse¬ 
racing fees, and disability insurance. 

Business in the same year paid $8.43 billion, incuding 
30 per cent of sales taxes, 66.8 per cent of payroll taxes, 
66 per cent of property taxes, and all of the bank and 
corporation tax, the private railroad car tax, liquor license 
fees, motor vehicle weight fees, unemployment insurance, 
franchise and business license taxes. 

The report shows an acceleration of state collected 
taxes, which have almost doubled in five years, from $5.6 
billion in 1970-71 to an estimated $10.2 billion this year. 
State taxes have grown much more rapidly than levies 
on property. In 1971, state taxes were $4.6 billion and 
property taxes were $5.7 billion. By 1974-75 this pattern 
had reversed. While property taxes climbed to $7.4 billion, 
state taxes had moved ahead to over $9.4 billion. This 
partly reflects adoption of a massive property tax relief 
program paid from state funds. 

Kirk West, executive vice president of Cal-Tax, com¬ 
mented on the study, noting that it measures initial im¬ 
pact rather than ultimate incidence. 

“Ultimately the individual consumer pays most taxes,” 
West said, “since most taxes paid by business are passed 
on through higher prcies of merchandise and services. But 
for purpsoes of this study and to avoid arbitrary assump¬ 
tions of tax shifting, we have limited the study to initial 
impact only.” 

“An independent analysis of business climate (inclu¬ 
ding state taxation and legislation) ranks California last 
of the seven western states and 47th of the 48 continental 
states. Moreover firms hava moved out of California or 
failed to locate here, stating the absolute differential in 
state tax costs is the major reason. 

“Increased tax liability has made California a place 
to avoid, rather than seek. Yet at least 200,000 jobs 
must be created each year just to prevent a rise in the 
already high unemployment rate. 

“Obviously business regards tax liability as a part 
of its operating costs,” West concluded. “Consequently 
many of these costs are passed on to the consumer through 
the market process. Thus all taxi's can be viewed as levies 
on personal income. Just as businesses are groups of in¬ 
dividuals, business taxes actually are borne by consumers, 
employees and shareholders of those firms. This compli¬ 
cated interaction makes a determination of how much of 
the business tax burden is actually shifted to individuals, 
as consumers, extremely difficult. To date, no commonly 
accepted measure of final incidence has been devised.”

Public Utilities Commis¬ 
sioner Leonard Ross a n • 
liQUinced' that three utilities 
have been ordered to file 
plans to eliminate $311 mil¬ 
lion in overcharges. 

The overcharges resulted' 
from rate increases granted 
to offset higher fuel costs for 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co., 
Southern California Edison 
Co., a.nd San Diego Gas and 
Electric Co. The Joint Legis¬ 
lative Audit Committee is¬ 
sued a report Thursday criti¬ 
cal of the PUC offset proce¬ 
dures. 

“The report is absolutely 
correct,” Ross said. “The 
PUC granted the rate hikes 
based on the predicted high¬ 
er costs of fuel. Those costs 
were a lot less than ex¬ 
pected, and we should make 
the utilities give the money 
back.” 

Ross wa s assigned' by the 
Commission to conduct the 
fuel clause investigation. As 
part of that investigation. 
Ross explained, “We have 
ordered the utilities to file 
plans for eliminating this 
$311 million miscalculation 
by reducing their ate s until 
customers have recover e d 
the money.” 

As of July 31, the overcol 
lection by Pacific Gas and 
Electric Complny and' South¬ 
ern California Edison Com¬ 
pany amounted to $159 mil¬ 
lion each.
